Chicago's police Horses are going to 
stay. During the rest of 1927, at least, 
and perhaps permanently, the 85 still 
remaining and their blue coated riders 
will continue to patrol the loop as in 
‘the past. 

Yielding to popular demand, as 
voiced in recent TRIBUNE articles, 
Chief Collins, who had decided the 
horses should be replaced by motor- 
cycles, announced last night he is will- 
ing to submit the question to an un- 
biased body, the new city traffic com- 
mission, and its engineers. 

Even if this body should approve 
the change, he explained, it would be 
ineffective until Jan. 1, 1928, as this 
year’s budget pays the horses’ keep 
until that time. Meanwhile, he said, 
the public’s “four footed friends” will 
continue on the force, 

Dever Defends the Horses. 

A few minutes before Chief Collins 
announced his decision, Mayor Dever 
had commended the work of the 
mounted squad and indicated that he 
would use his influence to preserve it. 

“Of course, I do not question Chief 
Collins’ sincere belief that his stand is 
practical,” said the mayor, “ but there 
are many people, I among them, who 
love horses and would hate to see them 
all relegated to the country.” | 

Chief Collins’ announcement read as 
follows: 

\“ Due to the increasing need for mo- 

torization of the police to cope with 

modern crime and traffic problems, I 

recently decided to gradually eliminate 

the mounted force, replacing the 

horses where needed with motorcycies. 
Still Thinks It Best. 

“ Pfelt, and still feel, that this plan 
would result in economy and greater 
efficiency. Motorcycle officers move 
faster, care for their conveyances’ more 
easily, and can be concentrated at a 
point of danger much more quickly 
than horse mounted men. 

“ Since the proposal was made, how- 
ever, there has arisen a demand for 
retention of at least some of the horses, 
based chiefly upon public sentiment.

Mr. Coolidge’s evident 
determination to restore the self-respecting stand- 
that he recognizes the government's duty to our 
nationals wherever they lawfully are will have the 
support of substantia! opinion throughout the coun- 
try. The clamor of sentimental minorities should 
net be taken for the voice of the nation. 

4s for the practical results of refusing protec- 
tien for American interest? abroad, they would be 
@ geod deal more serious than thoughtless Amer- 
jeans realize. They would certainly result in the 
ligcouragement of all American foreign enterprise 
and shut us off from any share in the profitable 
development of the world’s resources outside of the 


comtinemtal boundaries of the United States. As 
American investment and enterprise in foreign 
countries are influential in if not essential to our 
foréign trade, this would have effects upon our 


‘presperity not mow contemplated by our people. 


It g@eems the easy way to tell our nationals to get 
out whenever their rights of life or property are 
endangered in a foreign land. The stay at home 
whe dees not’ see beyond the immediate predica- 
ment is quick to ask why our protection should be 
extended te Americans who wil) go abroad seeking 
preat er even service. But the American nation 
will pay substantially at home for the failure to 
insist upon American rights abroad. 

We do not assert that conditions may never jus- 
tify our government in directing our nationals to 
withdraw. 
that the men and women in interior points in China 
should now withdraw, and we think a policy of 

general withdrawal of our nationals and their activ-. 
ities in that country must be seriously considered. 
The practical problem of protecting them may 
prove to be too difficult to solve by any means 
commensurate with our interests there. We may 
have to yield, not to principle, but to circum- 
stances, but in so doing we ought to make it clear 


that the Chinese responsible for our action are | 
removing their country from the status of a re-|_ 


sponsible and friendly member of the family of 
civilized states and that it cannot escape account- 
ability fer injuries done to our nationals lawfully 
within China's boundarics.

j such @ policy in its acttial working we find that it 


makes any consistent foresighted and practical 
program impossible. Any measure we take for de- 
fense is subject to misconstruction and will be 
misconstrued publicly if a foreign government is 
bent on aggression or upon any ambitious plan for 
the increase of its power. The only policy which 
cannot be so misconstrued or which cannot be con- 
strued as competitive would be a policy of reduc- 
tion or complete inaction. ? 

Any program of defense is competitive in the 


‘sense that it must be relative and have regard to 


what other nations are doing. A military or naval 
policy and program which, in the strictest speak- 
ing, would be noncompetitive would be- unintelli- 
* | gible. 

Of course, what the President means is that our 
policy and program shall not increase our forces 
ifi such measure as to alarm the princip# nations 
and induce them through fear ‘to increase their 
own forces beyond the limit they would adopt if 
they were not alarmed by our measures. The 
Washington conference was an attempt to fix a 
basis of relative strength which would put excuse 
for this fear away and stabilize the naval rela- 


-‘'tlons of the great naval powers. It failed to ac- 


complish the latter purpose because the other 
powers, would not consent to limit the increase of 
their naval strength except as to capital ships and 
the size and armament of cruisers and airplane 
carriers. It must have abolished any fear these 
powers may reasonably have cherished of our 
policy and purpose, but it has been followed by 
active development of their own strength in the 
important factors not limited by the Washington 
treaty. 3 

For this active building the President, in his 
most cautious and considerate mood, cannot blame 
himself, Mr. Harding, or their administrations. He 
cannot by any process of reasoning ascribe this 
activity toi our action since 1922, and most cer- 
tainly not to his own, 
4nd military strength directly and indirectly. * 
The facts are, and we ask the President not to 
underestimate them, first, that: the other Washing- 
ton conference powers not only refused to agree to 
limit their building to all ships but are not limiting 
their building, except as defined by the treaty; 
second, that his policy of restraint has not checked 
their building and therefore it cannot be sensibly 
argued that our policy is the decisive factor in the 
determination of their y, and that the 
actual result of his restraint is that our naval de- 


are |fense is growing weaker relatively and the sta- 


bilization sought by the Washington senterence 
has not been accomplished. 

In short, our policy of restraint has not removed 
the competitive element in naval building, but it 
has resulted and is resulting in our being out- 
competed. The main purpose of the Washington 
treaty has been defeated and we have been placed 
at a greater disadvantage in the competition than 
we were in 1922. 

To proceed with the telliets measures required 
for the maintenance of our naval efficiency and 
the realization of the moderate policy fixed by the 
national defense act can give no excuse for anxiety 
abPoad and will not tempt overbuilding by ‘the 
great powers. When we weaken our defenses on 
the theory that our example will be contagious we 
deceive ourselves and court danger for our country. 


TERMINABLE. FRANCHISES 
AND HOME RULE. 


Mr. Busby, president of the south side surface 
chief of the receivers for 
ithe north and west side lines, are in favor of so 
called terminable franchises. Mr. Busby intimated 
‘in a signed article in Tu® TriBcNE that he favored 
regulation of the car lines by a home-rule com- 
mission. Mr. Blair has not committed himself 
lately | on home rule. 

There is a good deal to be said for terminable, 7 
or as they are also called, indeterminate fran- 
chises. They will simplify the problem of raising 
capital for the deyelopment of the transportation 
lines, one of the most important problems now 
facing the community. On the other hand, the 
indeterminate franchise may be harmful to the 
city in permitting an outmoded form of transpor- 
tation to continue operating. The day may not 
be far distant, for example, when sound engineer- 
ing would street cars to be replaced by 
quicter and more comfortable vehicles yet to be 
invented. Unless this eventuality ts foreseen and 
arrangements made for the recovery of the streets 
without too heavy expenditure the city might find 
itself bound by contract to prevent the march 
of progress. 

As a safeguard against misuse of the terminable 
franchises, we believe home rule is essential. | 
Chicago voters are suspicious of.regulation from 
Springfield and not without reason. The faet | 
that chairman: ‘of the state commerce commis: 
sion accepted large sums as campaign contribu- 
tions from public utility interests is not reassuring. 
It tls doubtful,” as a matter of practical politics, 
if any franchise which does not provide for home 
rule, however admirable in other respects, wil! be 
Gcteptable to the voters. This fact be 
borne in mind by the officials of the car companies 
bere and by the i ure at Springfield in its 
considera@ion of the terminable franchise.

R. J. Cc. BLOODGOOD of Balti- 
more is now traveling extensive- 
ly over the country trying to in- 
terest the people in cancer. He 
thinks many cases of cancer can be pre- 
‘vented. Many cases can be cured if 
people knew the very early symptoms of 
Cancer in the different jJocations. 

Dr. Bloodgood says we are making 
progress in cancer control because we 
are telling the people about it. He says 
newspapers. have done more than any 
other single in improving ‘cancer 
conditions. 

Now comes another physician, and 
from Dr. Bloodgood’s state—Maryland— 
with proposals .that physicians . go 
straight to the women, and particO#ar- 
ly mothers and prospective mothers, 
with their story about the dangers of 
ehildbirth ier both the mother and the 
child. 

Babies are far safer than ever before, 
lace not while they are “ getting borned.” 
The second summer is no Jonger a sea- 
son of danger. The baby death rate in 
‘the last nine rhonths of the first year is 
low and getting lower. But babies less 
than three months old are in just as 
much danger as they were in olden times, 
and being a very young baby is a very 
hazardous job. 


A generation ago the danger of the 
mother from childbed fever seemed on 
the way to disappear, but the improve- 
ment stopped a: while back for some 
reason difficult to explain. It is said, 
though there are some who dispute it,- 
that more women per thousand popula- 
tion die from the various disorders of 
childbirth in America than in any other 
part of the civilized world. The causes 
fall into several groups. 

One is high blood pressure, Bright's 
disease, coma, and other disorders bring- 
ing about intoxication. There arethree 


‘}signs which point toward oncoming 


trouble from this group. They are: Al- 
bumin in the urine, high blood pressure, 
and vomiting. All of these signs are 
easily detected and the danger can be 
avoided. a 

Another source of danger is difficult 
labor due to irregularities in the moth- 
ers conformation. The right sort of an 
examination made in advance will show 
that sign of impending trouble, and it

EFFICIENCY IN THE COUNTY 
SERVICE. 
Chicago, Feb. 1.—I have been quoted 
in today’s "TrrBune as making a general 
indictment. against all of the county 
departments in connection with the help 
employed on a noncivil service basis. 
The statements made were directed to 
and intended for the specific matters 
which were hefore the county board com- 
mitteeon finance in reference to the sys- 
tem of employing and paying regular and 


with little reference to their qualifi 
‘tions and departmental needs, and in 
excess of available appropriations. 
There are a number of county depart- 
ments and groups of employés in these 
departments who have been carrying the 
load and functioning as effectively as 
can be expected under the system where 
appointment and retention are based 
upon the patronage system. The re- 
marks were intended to apply to the sev- 
ermal sore spots in order to help clear up 
this situation. 

The county employés as well as the 
departments would be helped and the 
taxpayers would greatly benefit through 
improvement of services with the enact- 
ment of @ well worked out civil -service 
law which would assure the appoint- 
ment and retention of employés on abil- 
ity and merit. I am sure that such a 
measure would obtain the support of 
the county board and other public offi. 
cials who really desire to help in the 
improvement of conditions which exist 
under the present system. 

While progress has béen made in the 
provement and enlargement of serv- 
icés in certain county departments, the 
change from the patronage to an effec- 
tive civil service basis will do more 
than anything I know of to increase the 
service and efficiency ig all departments,

Cruelty to Children 


Complaints Increase 


Compiaints of cruelty to children 
and animals in Illinois increased during 
1926 by more than 1,400 over the 18938 
total according to the report of the 
lilincis Humane society which wil 
be read at the annual weeting today. 

A total of 1,898 complaints of cruelty 
and negiect involving 4,096 children, 
and 5,791 coraplaints involving thee- 
sands of animals were investignutied 
and proper readjustments 
by the society, the report says. 

The records show that officers of
